at or around Wainwright, in Alberta 


heavy oil has been struck in a number 
of wells, and that some of this oil has 
been disposed of commercially Much 
of it ,however, cannot be turned to 
account because of the large propor- 
tion of sand and water it contains, 
the product of wells yielding this type 
of crude really consisting of a sandy 
emulsion. Mr Fisher has been success- 
ful in applying the Absher process to 
the separation of this emulsion and 
then obtaining from the 
and oil a pure oil strongly resembling 
in almost every particular the pure 
crude oil obtained direct from the tar 
sands by the earlier application of 
the process. 

The suctess in the Wainwright field 
has been so marked that at least one 
important company operating has made 
arrangements to adopt the Absher pro 
cess for treating oil. The point was 
put to Mr Fisher in conversation in 
our office, that.the Absher process 
involving as it does the use of steam 
might apparently be an expensive 
method of demulsifying oil. Mr Fisher 
replied that, that is not so; the cost 
has been proved in actual. practice to 
be so low as to be almost nominal. 

The effect-of this discovery upon the 
future of the Wainwright oilfield is 
likely to be of high importanoe.

The location of the new hotel is 
noiable in that it is directly across 
from the new Toronto Union Station, 
one of the largest railway terminals in 
America, and which will be obened 
shortly. The building will extend 880 
feet along the north side of nee 
street, which is uauscally wide at this 
point and which will result in the 
hotel being set off to splendid ad- 
vantace. It wiillextend on the west to 
Yor Street and to liver street on the 
north. On the east is an open space. 
A wide airy and well-l't subway will 
oxtend under Front street into the 
new Union Station. 

Some ides of the facilities of this 
new hotel can he gained by the fact 
that on the two floors above the 
lobby and first mezennine, it will be 
possible to accommodate conventions 
of six and scvon. thousand people. 
One of these floors will be one of the 
most notable in America. Around a 
ceniral foyer will be arranged a ball- 
room, convention hall and banquet 
roo:n. These halls will be of unusual 
height and size, being overlooked by 
balconies opening out on another 
mezannine floor. 


The roof garden at the top of the 
tower will be far in advance of any- 
thing that has yet been attempted 
in Canada along that line. On three 
sides it will be glass covered, thus 
affording an uninterrupted view 
across the lake and the city. Here 
meals will be served. Above it will 
be another mezannine ftoor containing 
additional facilities for serving and 
entertainment. 


Detail plans for finishing and deco- 
ration have not yet been completed, 
but considerable personal attention 
to such is being given by Mr. Beatty 
and the Company's directors. The 
result will be a building that, besides 
being an. ornament to the city of 
Toronto in every respect worthy of 
that city’s importance and assured 
growth, wil be the largest hotel 
structure in the I'mpire. In construc: 
tion and furnishing the new hotel will, 
as far as possible, be all-Canadian.
